W a s h i n g t o n , January ICth.—It is learned 
to-night that one clause of the treaty re­ 
cently negotiated by Secretary Sayard with 
the Chinese M inister to farther restrict Chi­ 
nese immigration, extends the period of 
exclusion of Chinese from this country 
thirty years from the date of the ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty. This provision meets 
w ith the cordial approbation of members 
of the Pacific coast delegation in Congress. 
Eñorts are being made to secure in the 
treaty that provision of the Morrow bill 
which denies the right to return of China 
m en who, having come to this country and 
leave, declaring their intention to return, 
do not come back within the period of 
two years. 
It is not at all probable 
that 
any 
treaty 
concluded 
by 
the 
State D epartm ent can be made successfully 
operative without legislation by Congress. 
It was thought that the present treaty 
would accomplish all its promoters desired, 
but it failed to do so. and the restrictive 
enactm ent made by Congress to carry out 
the treaty also failed to exclude Chinese 
laborers from the country. The law and 
treaty stipulation have both been evaded. 
If, under the new treaty, the Kmperor of 
China should issue a proclamation forbid­ 
ding Chinese laborers from coming to this 
country, they would pay no attention to it if 
they could succeed in landing. Shonld the 
new treaty be found to have anv loop-holes, 
a bill will be 
introduced in Congress 
promptly to close them. 


U N F IN IS H E D BUSINESS. 


M easu res th a t a re L ik ely to C om e B e ­ 
fo re C on gress T h is W eek . 
W a s h in g to n , January 10th.—The Senate 
bill providing tor the creation of agricult­ 
ural experimental stations 
and the bill 
prohibiting members of Congress front act­ 
ing as railroad attorneys are expected to 
consume the most of the time of theSenate 
not devoted to appropriation bills and to 
secret sessions during the coming week. 
The army and pension appropriation bills 
are on the calendar ready for the consider­ 
ation of the Senate, and the sundry civil 
bill is expected to be brought out of com­ 
mittee in season for action before the end 
of the week. 
The executive calendar of 
nom inations reported from the committee 
is said to be a long one, but it is thought 
that few of the cases will provoke discus­ 
sion. 
The conference report upon the 
electoral count bill, which is likely to be 
brought up for action on Monday or Tues­ 
day, will probably not consume much 
time. 
The first business before the House to­ 
morrow will be Mr. Townshend’s motion to 
pass the bill to lim it the jurisdiction of 
Uni¡ed Slates Courts in patent case?, and 
protect innocent purchasers of patents, 
which was under discussion when the 
House adjourned last. Chairman Mahone, 
on behalf of the Invalid Pension Commit­ 
tee, will move to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill for the relief of dependent 
parents 
and 
of 
honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors who are now disabled 
and dependent. 
If opportunity offers to­ 
morrow, Mr. Eldridge will also request the 
House, under suspension of the rules, to 
pass the Mexican pension bill. 
In the 
m orning hour on Tuesday the Committee 
on Pacific Railroads intends to call np for 
action the resolution providing for an in ­ 
vestigation of the books of the Pacific rail­ 
road companies. 
It is probable the House 
will also be asked to act upon the confer­ 
ence report of the interstate commerce bill 
on the same day. 
W hen these m atters are 
disposed of there will be a struggle for the 
floor between the Iiiver and H arbor Com­ 
mittee, with its appropriation b ills; the 
Agriculture Committee, seeking consider­ 
ation for the pleuro-pnenmonia b ill; the 
Naval Committee, which will press the bill 
for the reorganization of the Naval liureaa, 
and the Pacific Railroad Committee, in 
charge of the funding bill. The PostofBce 
appropriation bill will be reported to tin 
House early in the week, and m ay be 
placed in antagonism with the measures 
already referred to. 


G E N E R A L H A Z E S . 


D e a th o f th e C h ie f O fficer o f th e S ig n a l 
S o r\ic c . 
W a s h in g to n , January lGtli.—General W . 
B. Hazen, Chief Signa! Officer of the U nited 
States army, died in this city at 8 o’clock 
this evening. He had been ill since Thurs­ 
day, but no danger was apprehended until 
this afternoon. 
H e suffered from diabetes for some years, 
but of late had improveil in health and 
strength, and hopes were entertained of his 
complete recovery. At the reception of the 
diplomatic corps given by the President he 
took considable cold, causing him to keep 
his bed on Friday, but on Saturday he was 
up and reporled him self much improved, 
saying that he would go to his office on 
Monday. This m orning his physician. P. 
P. Harvey, of the army, was sum m oned to 
see him soon after daylight. 
H e at once 
repaired to his rooms, and found an alarm ­ 
ing chauge in his condition, suggesting 
poisoning of the blood from his constitu­ 
tional disease. 
He at once adopted meas­ 
ures to overcome ibis condition and restore 
strength. A consultation was at once sought 
with Dr. D. 1. H untington, of the army, 
who agreed in the main with the attending 
physicians. The case was deemed of so 
extreme gravity that his relatives in the 
city were informed, and they at once gath­ 
ered about him and spared no effort to 
bring him relief. Some im provem ent re­ 
sulted from the treatm ent, but towards 
evening his sym ptoms became aggravated, 
and at the request of his family, Dr. l.in- 
colu n « t Dr3. Harvey and H untington in 
consultation. Every measure that skill or 
science could suggest failed to raliy the 
sinking officer, and he breathed his last at 
8 o’clock in the evening. 
H is fatal illness 
was not accompanied by suffering, and his 
death was calm and without a struggle. 
SKETCH OF GESEBAL HAZEN S I.IFE. 
[General Hczen was born a t West ITartford, 
W indsor county, Conn., on th e L’7th of Septem ­ 
ber, is * , and was therefore at the tim e of bis 
death in lus 57th year. His early lite was passed 
in Ohio, to w hich State his parents m oved in 
1S3.S. and he entered th e West Point M ilitary

Brevet Second-I.ieutenant in the Fourth I'nited 
States In fan try . He served through the Indian 
w ar in southern Oregon in l(v)6, and having 
been appointed Second-Lieutenant in the spring 
of th at year, he cam e Hast an d proceeded to 
Texas, w here his com pany was stationed.

plim ented in general orders from headquarters 
for bravery and good conduct. D uring this 
cam paign ho received a severe w ound in his 
right side, from w hich he did cot recover until 
February, 1800. On th e 1st of A pril in th a t year 
lie was appointed to a full first l ieutenancy, 
and on the 14th of May to a C aptaincy, an d ia 
February, 186!, he was assigned to duty as As­ 
sistant Professor of In antry Tactics at West 
Point. So.™ after tbe breaking out of the civil 
w ar, he received leave of absence.w ith author­ 
ity to take com m and of th e Forty first Regi­ 
m ent of Ohio V olunteer Infantry, im tb e If'th 
of November he reported lo General Luck, 
at Louisville.

Donnelly’s arrival yesterday they refused 
to adm it him by the front door and he 
finally gained admission through the base­ 
m ent and passed the night in the rec­ 
tory. 
So 
did Father McGlynn, 
who 
occupied 
his 
own 
chamber, 
while 
the only 
sleeping 
place 
that Father 
Donnelly could get from tLe domestics was 
a cot hastily put tip in the parlor. 
It was 
generally understood that Father Donnelly 
would announce his appointm ent at mass 
to-day. The 5:30 a . m. mass was thinly at­ 
tended. Father Curran celebrated. Father 
Donnelly appeared as celebrant at the G 
o'clock mass. There was no open trouble. 
Father McGlynn was present at all the 
morning masses, occupying a pew among 
the communicants like any other layman. 
During one of the masses Father Do.melly 
made a tour of the church, as if looking 
for recognition from his new parishioners. 


NO ONE PAID THE SLIGHTEST ATTENTION TO 
HIM, 
Or inclined their heads for his blessing. 
The collectors refused to serve, so no col­ 
lection was taken up. 
The usual Sunday 
collection neis from $2,500 to $5,000. 
At 
neon the m ighty congregation poured out 
of the churcli. Outside the tum ult began 
on every hand. 
In the imm ense crowd 
were heard expressions of disapproval and 
sympathy. After a time the excited people 
gradually ilispersed. 
Father Donnelly left 
the rectory at 1 o’clock this afternoon, and 
went to the Archepiscopal palace, where he 
remained in conference with the Arch­ 
bishop for several hours. A reporterasked 
one of the domestics at the rectory for 
Father Donnelly. 
She replied : 
“ There 
is no use looking for Father Donnelly." 
Then she snappishly continued : 
“'I f you 
want to see him , why don’t you go to his 
house? 
He has no right here at Dr. 
McGlvnn’s !” 
Patrick 
Johnston, 
the 
church engineer, resigned yesterday and 
turned Lis keys over to Father McGlynn. 
and the choir of boys refused to attend 
services to-day. 
Fe>r several days past Dr. McGlynn has 
not been well. After he had left the church 
at noon he went directly to his room in the 
rectory. H is regular physician was sum ­ 
moned, and found him distracted by the 
excitement of the prolonged struggle. H e 
was ordered to be removed at once to some 
place where he could have rest, and accord­ 
ingly to night he was taken to the residence 
of liis sister, in H arlem . 
AN INDIGNATION MEETING 
Was held in the basement of the church. 
Every seat was filled, and the aisles were 
packed. The meeting was called to order 
by a prom inent member; who besought the 
audience to be orderly. 
It was announced 
that a meeting would be held to-morrow 
night in the church lor members, and that 
a meeting of Catholics of the city would be 
held at the same tim e at Cooper I nion. 
Much excitement prevailed. Many women 
were so wrought up that they sobbed 
aloud.

the meeting to-morrow night. 
Impressive 
addresses were made, urging the people to 
stand by their pastor to the last. The 
speakers predicted a trium phant vindica­ 
tion for their pastor.

with enthusiastic applause. The audience 
cheercd, stamped aud shouted. 
It was an­ 
nounced that a fund would be started to­ 
morrow to provide for the pastor, who has 
used all his means to aid the poor. The 
audience then dispersed. The vesper serv- 
ic? in the evening was poorly attended.

His services 
had been rendered publicly, and it was 
mentioned in the World, he presumed, to 
be fees paid from tim e to tim e upon his 
regular salary.

GBOWTH OF THE DEMOCRATIC IDEA. 


Emperor W illiam , of Germany, is not 
alone in dissolving a Parliam ent th at re­ 
fuses to indorse the schemes of the crown. 
I t is somewhat remarkable th at in G er­ 
many aad in Denmark almost identi­ 
cally 
sim ilar 
political 
events 
should 
occur 
at 
the 
same 
time. 
Christian 
IX ., 
aided 
by 
Estrup, 
the 
Dan­ 
ish Premier, has taken the legislative 
body of Denmark by the neck and heels 
and bundled it out of office for refusing to 
vote the items of the Crown budget. These 
sums had been protested against by the 
opposition in the Folkething prior to the 
debts l>eing incurred, for which payment is 
now ordered. 
The deficit Is $2,530,305, the 
expenses itemized in the budget being 
$17,361,115, and the revenue of the king­ 
dom but $14,830,816. 
The Constitution 
provides th at in eases of great emergency, 
the M inistry may make provisional laws 
and use Government money for State pur­ 
poses until Parliam ent convenes. 
Last 
sum m er the lower house of th at body 
manifested its indisposition to foot the bills 
of the E strup m inistry. 
Thereupon King 
C hristian dissolved the Parliam ent, ar.d s . 
once decreed that an emergency existed 
for m inisterial action and the M inistry de­ 
creed the “ budget ” and drew the money 
from the treasury to build fortifications 
and organize a new corps of gendarmerie, 
etc. 
This gendarm erie is a sort of m ili­ 
tary police established within a year, 
ostensibly to conserve public order, really 
to prevent the open manifestations of 
the 
growth 
of democratic 
ideas. 
In 
October 
the 
new 
legislative 
body 
met, the Folkething having eighty-five 
Liberals, fifteen Conservatives and two So­ 
cialists. 
It was anti-Estrup, as had been 
its predecessor. 
The “ budget” was laid 
before it, and the popular voice, which has 
repeatedly demanded the removal of Es­ 
trup, a determined, pugnacious and wealthy 
aristocrat, whose contempt for the peas­ 
antry and middle classes is undisguised, 
has again refused to ratify the Prem ier’s 
schemes, and again has the Danish Parlia­ 
m ent been knocked about the ears of the 
people. 
This Parliam ent—the Kigsdag 
—is made up of two bodies, the Land-- 
thing, 
the Senate or aristocratic and 
wealthy 
branch, 
the 
friend 
of the 
M inistry and the Crown, and the Folke- 
thing, 
which 
is 
representative of all 
the people. 
F or eleven years, ever since 
Estrup carne to power, the Folkething has 
been opjiosed to his schemes, and this pro­ 
cess of refusal to obey and of dissolution 
lias gone on over and over again with 
th e same result. 
A new election is to be 
held next week, the 28th, and it is safe to 
say the people will send up anti-M inistcrial 
representatives again. 
Sooner or later a 
crisis must arise, when the people will re­ 
volt, however clearly they may realize 
what the result may he. 
It can have but 
one ending in this century. T he King, 
backed by Germany, will be able to crush 
the rebels, and the popular voice will be 
drowned by the roar of cannon, and the 
popular will be nullified by the bayonet. 
Hut the tim e must come when all these 
things will cease and the will of the 
governed bo the only charter of right upon 
which the governing class can base their 
claims— cither this or decadence of civil­ 
ization, and the latter is unthinkable. 
T he progress of the democratic idea, and 
th e staying quality of the people, are 
significantly indicated in the persistency 
w ith which the Folkething is packed w ith 
Liberals, and the very meager showing the 
Conservatives find it possible to make. 
T he Danes are patient and slow to anger, 
bu t some day there will lie a new Consti­ 
tution and the royal decree, even in the 
vacation of the Kigsdag, will l>e made 
subordinate to the representative legisla­ 
tive body. 
T h at will la* the first step 
toward a true democracy. 
G erm any will 
not be able to prevent this outcom e; by 
th at tim e she will have quite enough to 
do to look after the like democratic forces 
in her own composition. 
England will 
not venture to lend the Crown aid to pre­ 
vent a liberalizing 
process 
th at has 
already been engrafted upon her political) 
system, lias grown stronger and broader 
year by year, until recognition of the 
Crown 
has 
become 
a 
mere 
form 
and M inistries dissolve before the faint­ 
est 
breath 
of 
popular 
disfavor. 
“ As m atters stand,” says An intelligent 
D anish Liberal, w riting to this paper, “ all 
th at w ithholds us from action is the fact 
th at we know any revolt now would result 
in G erm any throw ing a m ilitary corps 
in to our country and crushing us. 
W hen 
Bismarck is gone and the democratic senti­ 
m ent in G erm any strong enough to pre­ 
vent interference w ith us, we will be aide 
to 
come 
nearer 
to 
self-government.’’ 
T he immediate issue in D enm ark is inter­ 
esting to those so far oft’ as in America, 
and its mere statem ent puts us on th ean ti-

prevent their assembling to discuss popu 
lar rights, and is the equivalent of a decree 
th at the people are lawless, savage and 
need the constraint and surveillance of a 
m ilitary people, while in fact they are 
peaceful, industrious and among the most 
intelligent and patient people on earth. As 
to the friendship of other nations, the op­ 
position say : 
Give no cause foroflense! 
keep out of entangling alliances; 
let us 
mind our own business, and the justice of 
the world of men, and 
the growth of 
democratic ideas, to say nothing of the 
jealousy of the Powers toward each other, 
will we find safety— it is to the interest of 
each th at we shall be the prey of neither. 
So this long-continued trouble in Denmark 
Is a type of the struggle th at is manifestly 
being engaged in more and more vigor­ 
ously in many of the nations of Europe. 
The lovers of liberty— they who hope and 
believe in the universal spread of the dem ­ 
ocratic idea—expect the day wIicr kings 
will not be able to dissolve the representa­ 
tive councils of the people from whom 
alone tlié right to govern can come, and 
at whose w ill alone can it be exercised.

A tract of eighty acres not demand­ 
ed for commercial or mechanical purposes) 
but simply dependent upon its value for 
its own product, and so remote from the

acre. 
Ten 
years 
ago this land would not have brought ten 
dollars an acre, not because it was not ju st

They are starting out upon a basis so bread 
th at the superstructure will necessarily 
justify the basis. 
I f the plans now pro- 
I>osed arc successful, thq next great boom 
in California will relate to Stockton, and 
will attain the proportions which have 
characterized 
the 
Southern 
California 
boom ; and, beyond all this, will repay the 
money invested a hundred fold. They will 
succeed because they aic putting money 
enough in their effort to secure success. A 
little money expended in the way of adver­ 
tising the resources of a country is simply 
money wasted. 
I t is like the attem pt to 
extinguish a fire. 
If water enough to 
quench the fire is applied the building 
may be saved, but th at amount of water 
which simply checks the conflagration, 
and which perm its it ultim ately to go on 
and destroy the building, is ellort wasted. 
W e confess our adm iration for the en­ 
ergy and enterprise of the people of our 
neighboring city, and wisli them the sue- 
cess which their very earnest and deter­ 
mined efibrt deserves. 


T h e interstate commerce bill has passed 
the United States Senate, and will in all 
probability be ratified by the House and 
become a law. W e believe and have m ain­ 
tained th at it will prove a damaging meas­ 
ure; th at it will visit upon the people ills 
for the removal of which tiiey will pres­ 
ently clamor. 
The clause perm itting the 
suspension of Section 4 (the long and short 
haul clause) will possibly for a tim e m iti­ 
gate some of the ills we have pointed out 
to lie inseparable from the bill.

dulgences will become bones of contention 
and seeds of discontent, not to say of mis­ 
use and discrim ination worse by far than 
any charged against the railroads.

V. Boor, in a very recent monograph’ 
says th at exjierienee has fully shown that 
in the Uuited States the best results are se­ 
cured in railroading by leaving such works 
as to ojieration to the control and guidance 
of natural laws. 
The soundness of that 
conclusion we believe will be ratified by 
the new experience the people will have 
under the interstate commerce bill. 
In 
twenty years past the railroads have re­ 
duced freight charges in the ratio of from 
four to one, a result no enforcement of 
statute law could possibly have produced, 
and at the same tim e not have utterly 
stopped railroad progress and building. 


T iie Carmen’s Association of San Fran­ 
cisco lias vigorously and openly denounced 
the dynamite outrages in th at city, and 
washes its hands of the m ethods employed. 
It declares that instead of aiding the strik­ 
ers the bomb cripples them and weans 
away public sym pathy. 
Very true, and 
very well said, and the action of the car­ 
men is also commendable in offering $100 
reward for the discovery of the dynam ite 
fiends. 
Why.' th at is out of all dispropor­ 
tion to their ability, measured by the mu­ 
nicipal standard. 
For the Supervisors of 


reward, and yet the great city of San 
Francisco, the good name and fame of 
which is at stake, and the lives of whose 
citizens 
are imperiled, offers absolutely 
the whole sum of $500 as an inducement 
for some one of the villains to “give the 
snap away.” 
H ere’s m unicipal wisdom for 
yoj, to lie sure ! 


A 
b il l in the Legislature proposes 
amendm ent to the m arriage law.

Consent w ithout solemnization 
of some kind should not he permitted to 
make a m arriage legal. 
The law should 
not be so framed th at a rascal who de­ 
ceives and presents a woman to the world 
as his wife should be perm itted to there­ 
after deny her.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


FORTY T0XS OF GIANT POWDER 
LET LOOSE. 


A Schooner Lioaded w ith Pow der 
D rifts Upon th e R ocks a t P oint 
L obos—H ouses D em olished. 


IS. E. Call, January 16th.] 
About m idnight last night a telephone 
m essage.was received at the M erchants’ 
Exchange from their observer, John Hys- 
lop, slating that the schooner I’arallel had 
gone ashore just under Point Lobos and 
would probably be a total loss. An hour 
later came a telephone message from Mr. 
Hy3lop, stating that a quantity of powder 
on board the vessel hatl exploded and 
caused great destruction in the vicinity. 
It appears that the Parallel sailed from 
this port on Friday m orning last, under 
command of Captain Miller, having a cargo 
of general merchandise on board, bound for 
Astoria, Or. The supposition is that she 
proceeded northw ard until compelled to 
return by strong head winds. 
Beaching 
the offing, outside the heads, the wind died 
out, and being caught by a strong tide the 
schooner was carried on shore at the south 
end of Point Lobos and inside of Seal 
Rocks. The schooner drifted on the beach, 
broadside to, close up to the rocks, and was 
landed on a rocky bottom, the beach at the 
point where she landed being well broken 
with rocks, over which the surf breaks on 
the calmest day. It was 9:30 o’clock when 
she struck. 


THE LIFE-SAVING STATION PEOI*LK 
W ere at once notified, and proceeded to the 
scene of the wreck to render such assist­ 
ance as lay in tbeir power. They were 
working there up to the tim e the explosion 
occurred, which was evidently caused by 
the concussion when the vessel pounded 
upon the rocks. The explosion was a tre­ 
m endous one, its force being felt for miles 
around, buildings as far away as Sansome 
street feeling its effect. The house of the 
station at Point Lobos was utterly demol­ 
ished. The life-saving station met with a 
like fate, while the west side of the Cliff 
House was blown completely out, and every 
window-pane in the building shattered. All 
the window-glass withiu the radius of a 
mile was broken. Three members of the 
life-saving crew are reported to be very se­ 
verely injured. 


THE CREW LEAVE THE VESSEL. 
It is understood that the crew of the 
schooner abandoned Iter when they saw 
she was doomed, and taking refuge in the 
small boats made the best of their way lip 
the harbor. The Parallel was a cralt of 142 
tons, built at this port in 1868, and owned 
by S. B. Peterson, 
In an interview-with the owner of the 
Parallel, at an early hour this morning, 
that gentleman stated that the Parallel’s 
cargo consisted of forty tons of giant pow­ 
der, a quantity of coal, kerosene oil, pig 
iron and hay—rather a dangerous kind of 
cargo to be near when the craft was pound­ 
ing on the rocks. Mr. Peterson also stated 
the crew consisted of eight men. 


TUE SHOCK FELT AT SAN JOSE. 


S a n J o s e , January ltith.—The shock of 
the gunpowder explosion at Point Lobos 
shook buildings and rattled windows in 
this city at 12:30 this morning. 
It was 
thought to be an earthquake.

A LATKK ACCOUNT. 


An Uye-WitnesH T elia th e Story of th e 
W reck anti E xplosion. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 16th.—The first 
m an to see the schooner Parallel on the 
rocks was i t ail probability John Hyslop, 
who has. charge of the signal setvice con­ 
nected with the M erchants’ Exchange and 
located on the prom inent bluff on the ocean 
beach between the Cliff House and Fort 
Point, known as Point Lobos, 
lie gazed 
at the doomed craft through his telescope, 
and after a while telephoned the news into 
town. 
In the Cliff House the first person 
to notice the wreck was Johnnie Pearson, 
son of C. R. Pearson, lessee of the house. 


j . m . w il k in s ’ n a r r a t iv e 
Of the discovery, and w hat was done in 
the way of succoring the supposed ship­ 
wrecked m ariners on the ill-fated schooner, 
is as follow s: 
“ Johnnie cnnic (o nty room at 9:30 
o'clock and called nte up, saying there was 
a wreck on the rocks. The house was open 
yet, hut 1 lit up and cante down and got a 
coil of rope and made for the wreck, which 
is about 200 yards north of the Cliff House, 
in a direct line. 
W hen I reached there, 
w ith the aid of a lantern, 1 found Martin, 
Forem an of Sutro's laborers, already there 
with quite a num ber of men. They were 
crawling down the side of the cliff to reac h 
the wreck, which was below Ihent. The 
vessel lav with her head on, and bow in. 
Everything was intact. The sails were all 
set, and her green and red lights were 
burning dituly. The breakers were rush­ 
ing over and deluging the deck. M artin 
got a line hove and managed to 


FULL A LANTERN ON DOARD. 
Mr. Sutro was there on the cliff, and when 
he saw me he told me to hurry as fast as 1 
could to get up the people of the Life-Sav­ 
ing Station. 
I got up the hill as quickly as 
1 could, and on reaching the Cliff-house 
appropriated a guest's buggy and horse and 
drove for the station. On the way 1 met 
two men w ithout lanterns coming slowly 
up the hill. 
I told them ot the wreck, anil 
they collected their traps aad 
brought 
their hand-cart with a m ortar-gun, and to 
help them reach the scene of the wreck 
as fast as possible I hitched o.i also to the 
cart the horse which 1 had taken. 
W hen I 
relum ed to the hill Hyslop called out that 
there was no use to go aboard, as tbere was 
not tfso u l on her. The Life-Saving men, 
however, dragged their cart down to the 
beach and tried several times to cast a line 
across the schooner’s deck and to fasten to 
her. Johnnie P. arstn snd Andrew Aid- 
rich, the barkeeper, at this tim e saw a big 
boat, which 1 supposed was the lifeboat, 
carried high and dry by a huge breaker. 


THERE WAS NO ONE IN HER, 
And she did not have the appaarance of 
anyone having been in Iter. She was badly 
strained, and her bottom was stove so that 
she could not have lloated long. W hile we 
were absent on the beach 1 suggested that 
a line had better be thrown aboantin order 
to hold her ami get salvage. This was 
done, and we tied her up. The tim e was 
now m idnight, and I left to close up the 
Cliff House, and all went to bed, leaving 
the ship pounding away on the rocks. Xo 
one has been found who saw the stranded 
vessel before 9:30 o’clock, or who noticed 
her while drifting in-shore. 
Men work­ 
ing for 
Mr. Sutro on his 
extensive 
improvements 
on 
the 
ocean 
beach 
stopped work about 6:30 o'clock, when the 
tide was getting low. 
None of them had 
thc-n noticed the schooner. All night long 
in the cove there were nten on guard stand­ 
ing under the shelter of the bluff, who had 
charge of the powder used in blasting, 
which had been safely deposited in crevices 
dug out at the base of the bluff. These men 
knew nothing of 
the presence of the 
schooner pounding on the rocks not 100 
feet away from them , on the other side of 
the bluff, until about 9:30 o’clock. Their 
discovery was sim ultaneous to that of Hys­ 
lop and young Pearson.” 


STATEMENT OF TIIE OWNER OF THE VESSEL. 
C. B. l’eterson. owner of the schooner 
Parallel, said : 
" The cargo consisted of 
1,132 fifty-pound boxes o f giant powder, 
and 50) fifty pound boxes of dynamite, 
shipped by the manufacturers. Bandm ann 
& N iilsen, of Front street; some cases of 
machine and kerosene oil, the exact quan­ 
tity of which 1 cannot rem em ber; ten tons 
o f' bay. ten tons of coal and ten tons 
of pig iron. There was also 10,000 feet of 
seven anil eight-inch oak boaxd-*. for build­ 
ing salmon-boats at Astoria, There was 
also a salmon-boat on the deck. The 
powder was for blasting purposes in rail­ 
road construction, and was consigned to 
B andm ann ifc Xeilsen’s agent in Oregon. 
The schooner, on her voyage down from 
H um boldt Bay, encountered very heavy 
weather, and stood it well—in fact, better 
than most of the other vessels caught in 
the same gale. I thought she was well out 
at sea last night. She Ictt the w harf to put 
out to sea last W ednesday evening, but 
Captain Miller, on getting to Biack Point, 
found the weather so thick that he an­ 
chored for the night. On Thursday he 
again attem pted to go oat, but was c im ­ 
pelled, owing to the weather, to cast anchor 
off Fort Point. On Friday he was equally 
unsuccessful in his efforts to get outside, 
but on Saturday the weather was clear, 
with a fair wiud. and he got outside the 
Golden Gate. The wind then died out and 
she was drifting onto the south side, be­ 
yond the Golden Gate. Captain Miller tried 
to wear her, but failed. There was, he 
savs, a heavy surf on at the time, and i 


about 8 o’clock he found his jibboom over 
the rocks about 200 yards north of the Cliff 
House. 
ESCAPE o r THE CBEW. 
T he Captain says he at once ordered a 
boat to be lowered and the crew, consisting 
of eight hands, all told, got into it. They 
had not pulled more than two cable lengths 
away when the schooner struck on the 
rocks. They made for Point Bonita, where 
they arrived somewhere about m idnight, ’ 
and proceeded to Saucelito, from where they 
were brought this m orning in the ferry-boat 
by Captain Mackenzie. The Captain and 
crew went at once to the scene of the wreck 
to see if any of their effects had been saved. 
$o quickly had they to leave the schooner 
that they had not tim e to take anything 
w ith them . The Captain was unable to 
save even his own watch or the vessel’s 
papers. The crew have lost everything 
they had except what they stood up in. 
The Parallel was valued at $7,000, and 
was insured for $5,500. 
I cannot say if the 
entire cargo was insured, but the powder 
was, I have heard, for $16,000. The injured 
Lite-Saving men are progressing favorably, 
and notwithstanding their injuries are seri­ 
ous it is believed all will recover.

Thom as Watson, who stole a purse con­ 
taining a dime from the pocket of Mrs. 
Lizzie Golden, was sentenced to six years’ 
im prisonm ent in San Quentin. 
I. W. Raymond, a prom inent citizen of 
San Francisco, who has been more or less 
identified with the interests of the State 
since 1850, died at the residence of his son- 
in-law, Colonel Smedberg, Friday after­ 
noon. 
The Board of Supervisors, after strongly 
discussing the dynam ite warfare 
being 
waged against the Sutter and Geary-street 
cable lines, has offered a reward of $500 for 
the arrest and conviction of any of the of­ 
fenders. 
The H ealth officials report that during 
last week forty cases of diphtheria were re­ 
ported, as against sixteen cases for the 
previous week. The sewers are still in a 
filthy condition, and it is feared that the 
dread disease will spread all over the city 
bifore there is any relief. 
M artin Costello and Young Mitchell have 
taken their departure for Australia. 
It is 
w orthy of note that both of these pugilists 
leave here with full 
winning 
records, 
neither of them having been defeated dur­ 
ing their career in the ring. 
It is their in- 
teution to meet all comers of their class 
while in Australia. 
At about 10 o'clock on Friday night, 
when the steam dum m y and cars running 
from Union street to the Presidio were op­ 
posite the Seaside Gardens, two soldiers 
who were drunk ran in front of the dum m y. 
Before the engineer could stop, one George 
Oimpher, was run over and killed. 
Peter 
Stone, the 
engineer, was arrested and 
charged with manslaughter, but was re­ 
leased on bis own recognizance. 
A fire that cante very near destroying 
the block of wooden buildings bounded by 
Bryant. Brannan, Fifth ami Sixth streets, 
broke out in the row of three story frame 
structures extending front No. 501 to No. 
520 Fifth street, at 1:85 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon. That section of the city has 
been a bugbeur to the Fire Departm ent for 
m any years, on account of the vast amount 
of inflammable material stored in the vi­ 
cinity. 
It was only the prom pt action of 
the departm ent yesterday that saved more 
than a dozen planing-m ilis and hox-fuc- 
tories, located in cheaply-constructed build­ 
ings, front being burned lo the ground. As 
it was, five establishments were totally con­ 
sumed, at a loss of about $30,000. 


S uite V iticu ltu ra! C om m ission. 
A meeting of the State V iticultura! Com­ 
mission was held Saturday at San Fran­ 
cisco, at which Commissioners Haraszthy, 
W etmore, Krug, Shorli, De Turk, West ami 
Secretary Wheeler were present. 
A communication was read from Jam es 
II. Reall, President of the National Agri­ 
cultural nr.d Dairymen’s Association, no­ 
tifying the Board of a national convention 
to be held in New York about February 
8th and 9:h, to be followed by a banquet lo 
representative agriculturists, Congressmen, 
Senators, Governors nndother leading men. 
The comm unication further invites partici­ 
pation, and requests that the Commission 
select proper California wines for use on 
this occasion. 
The consideration of the 
above was postponed until January 17th. 
Another letter was read concerning the 
American exhibition at London. 
The 
w riter urged the value of an exhibit of 
California wines, and the early appoint­ 
m ent of a proper representative of those in­ 
terests. 
He further indicated 
valuable 
means of introducing California wines 
abroad, and a willingness lo rentier what­ 
ever assistance lay within his power. 
Senator Rose addressed a letter to the 
Secretary, requesting him to express to the 
Commission his hope that the resignation 
of Mr. W etmore would not he accepted, 
and that he may be induced to retain his 
position. 
Mr. Haraszthy read the communication 
containing the resignation of Mr. W etmore 
as chief executive officer. 
Mr. Shorb 
earnestly urged Mr. W etmore to withdraw 
it. Other members of the Commission ex­ 
pressed sim ilar sentiments. 
Finally a mo­ 
tion by Mr. Krug that action on this 
resignation be deferred fur four weeks was 
carried unanim ously. 
Mr. Shorb offered the following resolu­ 
tions, which were unanim ously adopted : 
Besotted. That on behalf of the vine-growers 
of this State the thanks of this Commission are 
tendered to alt the Representatives uttd Sena­ 
tors of this State iu Congress tor their uuited 
efforts to secure favorable legislation on vitl- 
cultural matters ; also to Ifon. J. 1*. Jones and 
his colleagues on the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee for their assistance: also to Hon. Wharton 
J. Green, of North Carolina, for his special efforts 
to protect pure wines against adulteration : and 
Resolved further. That the Secretaty of this 
Commission lie instructed to communieate with 
Mr. Green with respect to his hill taxing spuri­ 
ous wines, and to inform him that its provisions 
were now being examined carefully, and that 
some modifications might lie suggested liy this 
Commission, which it is believed will turther 
improve and'tlreugthcu the measure, isith be­ 
fore the i*.*onle and Congress, and prove satis­ 
factory to honest producers throughout the 
United States. 
T he Commission then adjourned until 
January 17th. 


T he H a rla n C ase. 
This case is on the calendar of eases, to 
come up before the Superior Court on the 
first Monday in February, says the Yolo 
J fa il. A t that time the Court will probably 
set the day of trial. The present Legis­ 
lature, it is understood, will be called upon 
to pass a measure providing that the State, 
in criminal actions, may, in an emergency, 
have the right to demand a change of 
venue. 
As the law now stands, the defend­ 
ant only has this privilege. The Prewett 
m urder rase, in San Benito county, it is 
said, rails for such a law. Should an en­ 
actm ent of this kind pass the Legislature, 
it is thought it would cover the H arlan 
case, and allow the State to get a change of 
venue to some other county, in the event 
that it became impossible to impanel an­ 
other jury. Good lawyers, on the other 
hand, claim that such a law would be in 
the nature of an ex post facto law as related 
to crim inal cases arising before the passage 
of the Act. 
Retroactive laws are forbidden 
by the Federal Constitution, and the Courts 
of last resort Would probably be called 
upon to make a ruling in the matter, 
should an attem pt be made to apply such 
a iatv in either the Prewett or the Hartan 
case.

AFTER MAST YEARS. 


W as Chatfield a B ig a m ist * -A o Inter*»:- 
Ids Case in Court* 
Some weeks since Richard Chatheld, by 
his attorney, General A. L. H art, filed a 
petition in the Superior Court of this 
county, asking that Thomas F. Chatfield be 
removed from the adm inistration of the es­ 
tate of H . B. Chatfield, deceased, and peti­ 
tioner be appointed as such. 
Also, asking 
that the said Thomas F. Chatfield be re­ 
quired to render an accounting of his ad­ 
m inistration of the estate. The petitioner 
claims that at the time of the death of H. 
B. Chatfield liis only surviving heirs were 
Richard and Silas Chatfield. The case on 
its face would not indicate that it was of 
more than ordinary interest, but if the 
petitioners succeed in establishing the 
tru th of what they assert, it will prove one 
of the most interesting cases in the Court 
records of this county. 
Richard Chatfield 
came to California last sum m er on an ex­ 
cursion train with two purposes in view— 
one to see the State, the other 


t o v i s i t h i s f a t h e r . 
On his arrival here he found that the latter 
was dead. 
At least be was told that his 
father had gone to Mexico, and in that 
country had been m urdered. H e com­ 
menced imm ediately to look up the prop­ 
erty of the deceased, to which he claims he 
and his brother are the legal heirs, the re­ 
sult of which was the commencement of 
this suit. Petitioner claims that at the 
ti-ne of his father's death the latter was 
worth in real and personal property $20,­ 
000. H e has been unable to ascertain a 
description of his father's personal effects, 
and hence asks for an accounting by the 
adm inistrator of the estate, Thomas F. 
Chatfield. Petitioner recites that Thomas 
F. is the son of one Amy E. Chatfield, who 
claims to be the wife of the deceased, but 
whom the petitioner believes was never 
leeallv m arried to deceased. In 1869 or 
1870 deceased received a deed to some land 
near Florin from J. Keebe. Shortly after 
receiving this deed

PEARED. 
Petitioner believes his father to have been 
murdered, but says he is of the opinion 
that his remains áre not buried in Mexico, 
but repose in this county in a deep grave 
on the ranch lie purchased from Keebe. 
H e says that some tim e after his father’s 
mysterious and prolonged absence, Amy 
E. Chatfield procured another deed, and in 
her own name from Keebe, on the ground 
that the first had been lost or destroyed. 
H e further believes that the procuring of 
the second deed was for the purpose of de­ 
frauding the rightful heirs to the estate. 
In February last Amy E. Cliatfitld sold the 
real estate for $20,000. 
The case came on for bearing Saturday 
before Judge Van Fleet in D epartm entTw o 
of the Superior Court. 
The petitioner was 
represented by General H art and the re­ 
spondent by Beatty & Denson and Grove 
L. Johnson. 
The first witness called was Mrs. Amy 
E. Potter, formerly Mrs. Am y E. Chatfield 
In response to questions by petitioner’s 
counsel she stated that 


SHE WAS LAWFULLY MARRIED 
To H . B. Chatfield in Concord, Michigan, 
by a Justice of the Peace by the nam e of 
Bigelow. She could not produce her m ar­ 
riage certificate, claiming that it had been 
lost. Several questions were asked witness 
regarding the procuring of the marriage 
license, which were objected to by witness' 
counsel, who claimed that it was no part of 
petitioner's case, and that he m ust first 
prove his own standing in Court. General 
H art claimed his right to prove by the wit­ 
ness whether or not she was lawfully m ar­ 
ried to deceased. After considerable argu­ 
ment, the Court ruled that for the present 
the objections would be sustained. W itness 
was asked if she bad a picture of deceased. 
She said she had, but, on advise of her 
counsel, refused to give it to the opposing 
attorney. 
A SISTER OF THE DECEASED 
W as next called to the stand. She is the 
aunt of the petitioner, and arrived from 
Chicago, where she resides, Friday last. 
H er name is Mrs. F. Wilson. Deceased was 
her eldest brother. She had known Mrs. 
Potter since the latter was 11 years of age. 
The deceased had another wife besides Mrs. 
Potter. 
His first wife’s maiden name was 
Lucy Perry. He lived with her in Latrobe, 
New York. 
W itness was asked if she had a record of 
the first marriage, aud sbe replied she had, 
and also the family Bible containing the 
record of the marriage in the handwriting 
of her father. 
On a visit to his sister, 
some years ago, accompanied by whom 
now is Mrs. Potter, deceased m utilated tlie 
Bible by cutting out tliat page having the 
m arriage record. 
He assigned as a reason 
for so doing th at be did not wish his wife 
to see it, for 


IT WOULD MAKE HER JEALOUS 
If slie knew he liad another wife. W itness 
demanded the leaf and be returned it. Sub­ 
sequently deceased told witness that his 
first wife was dead, and that he bad found 
her grave. Tlie family Bible was then pro­ 
duced and subjected to a close scrutiny by 
the opposing counsel. The slip which was 
cut out contained the follow ing: 
Henry Chatfield and Lucia A. I’erry, joined in 
holy matrimony on Wednesday, March 15, 1841. 
W itness then gave a brief history of the 
Chatfield family, claiming that the de­ 
ceased’s legal wife was Lucy Perry, and his 
only rightful heirs children born to liim by 
her—namely, the petitioner and his brother 
Silas. 
J. H . Wolfe, who was at one tim e a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace in Brighton township, 
testified to making out a deed fur some land 
once, but he did not remember whether it 
was in the nam e of Am y E. Chatfield or 
H . B. Chatfield. 
Both sides desiring time in which to 
gather testimony, the case was continued 
without day. The defense claim that they 
can substantiate every fact which they are 
called upon to produce. 
Im portant devel­ 
opm ents may be expected.

Y esterday--H U Cast Letter.

W hite had 
taken his life. H e was found lying in bis 
lot in the Masonic burial ground—a bullet- 
hole in his forehead from which the blood 
was flowing, a murderous-looking pistol by 
his side. From the nature of the wound 
death m ust have been instantaneous. The 
Coroner was imm ediately notified, and his 
rem ains removed to the morgue, where 
they now lie. 
Almost every one in the city knew H arry 
W hite. 
For years he had a sign painting 
establishment in the M etropolitan block— 
he did good work, liad a good business, 
was genial and well liked. 
During the 
tim e Judge Conger was Police 
Judge, 
W hite was Clerk of the Court. 
H e was 
som ething of an actor, and connected at 
different times with troupes on this coast 
and in the East. Some years since he con­ 
tracted habits of intemperance, to which 
can be attributed his poverty in his latter 
days, and the cause of the rash act of yes­ 
terday. 
In one of his pockets was found a 
piece of wrapping paper, upon which the 
following was written in clerkly hand : 


S a c r a m e n t o C it y , January 15, 1887. 
To I hr Coroner—Sir : I am about to take my 
own lile. It was thrust upon me without my 
being asked. I was not asked us to my being 
Mack or white, rich or poor, male or female. 
There is uoue left to mourn for ine, so it is with 
pleasure I say “ Good morning.” My sufferings 
are fearful from neuralgia and rheumatism. 
Felcii will tell you where to bury myjioor worn- 
out body. My best wishes to John T. Gritlitts, 
Colonel Kellogg and others tor theirmauy kind­ 
nesses to me. I do not want my body taken to 
any church. If the Masons will allow it, bury 
me from the hall. My trinkets and clothes I 
have disposed of to those I wish to have them. 
Bury the picture aud hair which wiil be found 
round my neck with my lxxly: also my cuff- 
buttons. This is about all. Farewell, 
H a r b y O w en W h it e . 
P. S.— lUm. Boyne, Marbte-aitter: Please carve 
on the monument, with Fetch’s consent. 
The inquest will be held at the Coroner’s 
office this evening. H e was a native of In ­ 
diana, aged 46 years. 


T lie R ainfall. 
The total rainfall on Saturday, according 
to the Signal Service reports, says Sergeant 
Barwick, was .05 of an inch, m aking that 
am ount of appreciable rainfall for this 
m onth, and along with .03 of an inch of 
precipitation from fog on the 3d, makes a 
total of .08 of an inch of moistifre for the 
first half of January, 1887, and a total of 
3.21 inches for the season to date. 
The following dates show the total rain­ 
fall of that part of each season from Sep­ 
tem ber to the last of December, when it 
was abnorm ally small, and the total for the 
season:

The above table shows that a sm all rain­ 
fall up to and including December 31st was 
mostly followed by an average rainfall, and 
one year, 1883-4, an excessive one. By the 
table of comparison, this should not be 
the dry season, but one of 15 or 18 inches. 
The dry season, in m y opinion, deduced 
from the record of 37 years, should not 
come before the season of 1889-90. That is 
the season that ought to be a dry one—that 
is, a rainfall ranging from 5 to* 10 inches. 
I don’t say that will be so, but the record 
from 1849 50 to date leads one to believe 
that the year 1889-90 will be a dry season 
for California. 
The highest and lowest tem perature Sat­ 
urday aud yesterday was 00° and 49°, 52° 
and 34°, respectively, with fresh southerly 
winds and cloudy weather on Saturday, ex­ 
cept at noou that day, when it was west 
and rain in g : yesterday the wind was fresh 
from the north and weather clear.
